As Grown hy Successfal Truck Gardeners 
Tn tlie Vicinity of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Massachusetts 
Horticultural society William D. Phil- 
brick read a paper on vegetables "under 
glass in which these statements occurred: 

The vegetables mostly forced for 
m ark et at present are, in their order of 
importance, lettuce, cucumbers, rad¬ 
ishes, dandelions, beets and beet greens, 
parsley, mint and cress. Mushrooms are 
also largely forced, but not under glass. 
Dark pits are nsed for this purposa 
Lettuce is by far the most largely grown 
and used of all the forced vegetables. 
Most of the greenhouses produge two or 
three successive crops of lettuce each 
winter, followed by a crop of cucumbers 
in spring and summer.

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STEEAKED MOUNTAIN. 


By G. TILTON, 

Yes, after living within four miles 
of Speckled mouutain a dozen years 
or more, I have lately made the ascent, 
and: considering the outlay think my- 
self well paid, and hope, the time is not 
far distant when I may enjoy another 
Occasion of a like nature. It is the 
most beautiful mountain top i ever 
beheld. People will go to a great 
distance to view landscapes of far less 
grandeur than may be seen from this 
point. The ascent is comparatively 
easy, and from the summit in a clear 
morning, In the direction of Portland 
harbor, old Ocean is visible, as I am 
credibly informed. On the east, 
south, and west the solid rock rises 
like a wall. Creating a miniature val¬ 
ley both beautiful and picturesque. 
Dr. Whitman a few years since, built 
a cottage on the highest elevation, 
naming it Ozone Cottage* for the ac¬ 
commodation of parties, but on ac- 
eountof the vandalism carried on, he 
finally decided to raze it to the 
“rock,” leaving the sills and floor, 
which still remain. 

Apropos of the matter of going a 
great distance to view some world re¬ 
nowned point, Janies Russell Lowell 

relates an instance In his Fireside 
\ 

Travels, In Ms old age, which well il¬ 
lustrates the fact that a tiling of beau¬ 
ty must be far fetched. I give it in 
Ms own inimitable language: 

“Nineteen years ago 1 was walking 
through the Franconia Notch, and 
stopped to chat with a hermit, who 
fed with gradual logs the unwearied 
teeth of a saw-mill. As the panting 
steel slit off the slabs of the log, so 
did the less willing machine of talk, 
acquiring a steadier up-and-down mo¬ 
tion, pare away that outward bark of 
conversation which protects tiie core, 
and which, like other bark, has natur¬ 
ally most to do with the weather, the 
season, and the heat of the day. At 
length I asked him the best point of 
view for the Old Man of the Mount¬ 
ain. ‘Duiiiio; never see it.’ Too 
young and too happy to feel or affect 
indifference, I was sincerely astonish¬ 
ed, and I expressed it. The log-com¬ 
pelling man attempted no justification 
but after alittle, ‘Gome from Bawsn?’ 
‘Yes.’ (with peninsular pride.) ‘Goo¬ 
die to see iu the vyeuiity o’ Bawsn. 
*0 yes!’ I said, and I thought—see 
Boston and die1 See the State houses

With this modem in- 
stance of a wise saw, I departed, deep¬ 
ly revolving these things with myself, 
and convinced that whatever the ra¬ 
tio of population, the average amount 
of human nature to .the square mile 
is the same the world oyer.” 

For me* give me the beauty of the 
forest and hills* the lofty hills with 
the pore air, nheontaminated by foul 
odors; of the stagnant pool, and mala¬ 
ria of the lower levels. No stately 
edifice, no architeetura) grandeur, and 
as one has put it* “all the glossary of 
art,’’ can never compare with the stu¬ 
pendous grandeur of nature’s proud¬ 
est work, the lofty Mils.

MIRAGES SEEM BY THE 6th IOWA 
CAVALRY OR THE PLAINS OF 
DAKOTAH IN 1863-64. ' 


By P, S- Bean.

Iu the summer of 1868, while on 
the march in South Dakota in The 
month, of August, one afternoon 
we were In need of water; m’en and 
horses'were very thirsty, the wea¬ 
ther was hot and dusty, we had 
been marching over a rolling prai-

four o’clock in^the afternoOii we 
came to the top of a ridge? What 
a sight greeted our vision! About 
two miles away, apparently, lay 
.beautiful lake, trees and islands 
bordered green grass. The first to 
see it was the advance guard, who 
shouted “Water! water!” and 
swung their hats, shouting,“Plenty 
of water in the lake.” .The main 
column took up the shout in their 
great jny. When ray Company, D 
came to the top of the 
sight of the supposed lake, every 
man could have staked his life that 
a beautiful lake was just ahead of 
us. A halt was sounded by the 
bugles, everyone wanted to hurry 
forward to the lake; even the hors 
es began to neigh in their anxiety 
to get a drin k to quench their thirst 
Col. Pollock and our half breed 
Sioux guide, whose name was 
Flambeau, rode along the column 
and told the men that there was no 
lake, only a mirage. Flambeau 
said it was only a fool lake made 
by the evil spirit to fool men 
Some of the soldiers would not be 
lieve that it was a delusion, but 
ashed permission to ride ahead and 
see for themselves. A detail of six 
privates and a corporal was sent 
ahead, but they got no 
nearer to this delusive lake, which 
kept the same distance ahead of 
them. In a few minutes it digap 
peared from sight. Many times 
in our marches afterwards we were 
treated with views of magic lakes 
as we called them. 

ANOTHER KIND OF MIRAGE 
During our marches that fall one 
morning a curious mirage was seen 
high up in the sky, real as life 
Twelve -mounted Indians riding 
their ponies were seen ; they were 
fully armed, and two other Indians 
were on foot, carrying their guns 
on their arms in regular Indian 
style. The most curious part of 
the sight was all of the group were 
riding and walking with their head 
downward In the manner the flies 
walk on the celling overhead; it 
looked like the shadow seen in still

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! curious thing about this 
was every object in it was magnifi¬ 
ed at least three times its natural 
size. The two Indians'that were on 
foot looked as if they were eight¬ 
een feet tall, and their steps were 
in proportion to their height. The 
mirage lasted j list twen ty-two min¬ 
utes, then faded away. 

In the summer of 1864 one morn¬ 
ing about 9 o’clock, we saw twenty 
cavalry men in a mirage in the di 
Erection of the Platte river in Neb¬ 
raska. The picture was a perfect 
representation of both men and 
horses, the sabres were plainly to 
be seen ; the men had on blouses 
and forage caps;they were riding 
on a gallop part of the time, then 
on a fast walk. Our Colonel saw 
the mirage first, soon the whole 
regiment was viewing it. Col. 
Pollock noted the. day and hour, 
and afterward learned that at that 
day and hour a squad of twenty 
soldiers of 7th Iowa Cavalry were 
on a detail as scouts beyond the 
Platte river. Our old Indian guide 
named “Fool Dog” as soon as he 
saw the mirage, said white soldiers 
over in Nebraska. This mirage 
seemed to be raised up into "*the 
sky so that the landscape was per¬ 
fect, the men and horses were as 
plain as though they were not more 
than two miles away. It faded 
away almost instantly. 

During the autumn of 1S64, we 
saAv pictured in the sky a large 
tract of country Avith a large drove 
of buffaloes grazing as they walked 
along toward the south apparently 
returning from the north-west 
where they went in the fore part 
of the season for their summer 
pasturage. The picture Avas as 
perfect as if. you were looking over 
a large-tract of open country cover¬ 
ed with bands of buffaloes; the 
whole scene looked as If it had 
been raised up Into the sky by 
magic, representing every detail of 
the scene as perfectly as th o u gh a 
person were looking at the buf¬ 
falo on the plaiu in reality in their 
regular marching order. After 
the army many 
whom I told of these mirages 
would not believe me. They said 
“Oli, - that is one of yonr soldier- 
yarns. I don’t believe it.” Well, 
there are many carious things in 
nature, but there isuothing but can 
be accounted for, if one takes trou¬ 
ble to investigate them one will be 
able to fiud the causes of them all. 
Ansen, ChippeAva Co., Wisconsin,, 
Aug. 12, IS95. Mrs. James Hicks 
of this town,. 1 astThursdav evening 
saw a mirage of considerable ex¬ 
tent. Large green fields, farm 
houses and a road-way along which 
passed a, solitary .carriage* were 
clearly outlined against the sky. 
Men were in the fleldsharvesting, 
animals moving about grazing 
were Interesting features of the 
picture. Some 20 persons saw 
this mirage but did not recognize 
the section of country that the mir¬ 
age represented. It Is thought to 
be over in Minnesota.

The Electric Weed Killer. 

Advantage has been taken of the elec¬ 
tric current to destroy weeds that grow 
by railroad tracks. A mild current of 
electricity acts as a stimulant to such 
plants, but a current strong enough to 
disintegrate the tissues will kill them. 
To; accomplish this in a large way a car 
is provided with an engine; an alternat- 
ing dynamo and: an induction coil. One 
terminal of this induction coil is con¬ 
nected to the earth through the car 
tracks. A well insulated cable leads, 
from the other terminal to a metallic 
stfip behind the car, which stretches 
across the track a short distance above 
the ground and is provided with many 
flue wires pendent; from it, like the 
teeth of a rake. Through these teeth the 
electric discharge takes; place, and any 
weed touched receives a deadly current 
through it. As the car 1 is pulled along 
the track every weed is at once killed, 
and with Such, an apparatus, many 
miles of railway may be quickly and 
cheaply freed from weeds. 

A, writer in The Cosmopolitan, who 
described the foregoing, says; that a sim¬ 
ilar plan is feasible for ridding culti¬ 
vated; fields from such troublesome 
pests as thistles, daisies, chicory or any 
other whose sterns at any time reach 
above! tho grass around them, A two 
wheeled vehicle like ahorse rake, carry¬ 
ing a, suitable secondary battery, a me¬ 
chanical current alternator and a proper 
induction coil, could be driven across a 
field faud kill every plant its teeth 
should touch.

THE MODERN CORN BINDER. 

Its Use and the Manner of Operating It 

as Described by American Agriculturist. 

Tlie great American money crop is 
corn. A loss or partial failure of a sin¬ 
gle crop amounts to a calamity. Ma- 
chinery for preparing the ground, plant¬ 
ing the seed and cultivating the grow¬ 
ing plant- has been improved upon, hut 
the one great drawback is the lack of a 
practical implement for husking stand¬ 
ing com. This has not yet appeared. 
However, the same object is being par¬ 
tially accomplished in a somewhat 
roundabout way by means of the corn 
binder and the combined husker and 
fodder shredder. All com cannot he 
busked by this plan, as it necessitates 
cutting, shocking and running the cured 
fodder through thehnsker, hut improved 
corn hinders have made this practice 
more common than would have been 
possible a few years ago. The greater 
appreciation for com fodder and its 
wide nse have created a demand fpr 
better com harvesting machinery. 

Several firms have produced corn 
binders which are on the market this 
season. These operate on practically the 
same principle, differing in details of 
construction. The machine is drawn by 
two horses and cuts one row at a time. 
The stalks are cut off near the ground, 
or about 18 inches above it, and carried, 
standing on end, in an upright position, 
to a modified form of the ordinary har¬ 
vester binder and hound in bundles, 
common binding twine being used. The 
bundles are then discharged to one side, 
leaving room for the machine to pass in 
cutting the nextrow. It can he adjusted 
to short or tall com and tilted up or 
down in order to pick up fallen or lean¬ 
ing stalks. The bundles are shocked 
much as aro wheat sheaves. 

Sorghum, Kafiir com, Milo maize 
and similar forage plants have been 
successfully harvested with the corn 
hinder. If ordinary shock com is de¬ 
sired, begin cutting when the blades 
have begun to turn, which in central 
latitudes during an ordinary season is 
about Sept. 


KITCHEN AND HOUSE SLOPS. 

Disposal by Barrel and” Cart or Houso 
c Drain and Cesspool. 

One of the chief problems of the aver 
age village or suburban resident is tho 
disposal of the ordinary kitchen and 
house slops. The primitive method is to 
simply throw them out and let them go 
where they may. The result is a damp, 
disease breeding spot located under tho 
very noses of the family, to generate the 
germs of typhoid fever, malaria, flies 
and a host of the other ills of the suburb 
an resident. In most cases nature does 
all it can to counteract the sins of man 
kind,and these “slop holes” are usually 
partially concealed and covered up witli 
a growth of rank weeds, useless and un 
sightly except as they may absorb the 
disease; germs or hide tho mud and 
filthy debris of the slops. Such a eondi 
tion of things is simply intolerable'and 
should be forbidden by law. 

The most common system of dispos 
ing of slops is by an ordinary tile drain 
ruuniug from the houso sink* to a sunken 
barrel or bottomless cistern of brick or 
stoue—a cesspool. This system removes 
the filth from the surface and hides it 
from the sight and for a time at least 
from the smell. Instead of scattering 
the wastes to the four winds of heaven 
it concentrates it in a hole to ferment 
and rot. The result is the deadly sewer 
gas and intolerable stenches. Tho cess 
pool and drain are only tolerable when 
they are thoroughly drained*and trapped 
and cleaned out at least twice a week. 

The third aud, according to a writer 
in American Gardening,*the only feasi¬ 
ble, healthy and convenient method of 
disposing of house sewerage where there 
are no village water and sewerage sys¬ 
tems is to lead a pipe directly from the 
sink to a barrel, the barrel Temoved by 
a cart as often as may ho necessary aud 
its contents dumped about the grape 
vines, fruit trees or in times of drought 
upon the vegetable or flower garden. 
We will assume of course that garbage 
is burned or fed to the chickens, and 
that the modern earth closet is used in 
the house. It is really astonishing how 
easily the slops of an ordinary family 
may be removed by the barrel and cart 
and how completely they are dispersed 
by dumping them on the surface of the 
soil. It is probable that the slops treated 
in this way are worth, for fertilizing 
pnrposes, all the trouble of disposing of 
them. 


A Trial of Spraying Machines. 

In tho field trial of spraying machines 
under the direction of the Cornell sta¬ 
tion, two classes of horsepower ma¬ 
chines were entered—gravity machines, 
or those that simply dripped out the 
water by its own weight, aud those 
that carried a pump to force the water 
out. All the gravity machines failed to 
throw out the bordeaux mixture. They 
quickly clogged and became useless. 
While these machines will handle paris 
green in water fairly well, they are not 
serviceable with bordeaux mixture, for 
the lime will surely clog them unless 
some force is employed to push the mix- 
toe out. The machines with pump at¬ 
tachment did better. The most effective 
sprayer was a homemade affair thus 
described by Rural New Yorker: 

Last among the mounted sprayers 
came a rude, wild woodsy affair which 
contrasted strongly with its. painted 
and polished namesake. It consisted of 
the frame and wheels of an old grain 
drill, shortened to fit three feet potato 
rows. On it were nailed some rough 
boards. In these was placed a kerosene 
barrel with a force pump and hose. To 
the latter was attached with proper coup¬ 
lings a piece of gas pipe, resting on 
the rear of the machine, nine feet in

Weather-Crop lSuIIctin. 

Favorable growing and ripeuifig weather 
has prevailed over the greater part of New 
England during the week just passed, and 
much harvesting has been done. From 
one-half inch to one inch of rain fell in 
frequent showers in northern sections, 
^and the top of the ground is well wet, 
down, although streams and wells are 
said to be unusually low in many sections. 
In south central New Hampshire, the 
showers on the 29th and 31st were very 
heavy,, almost ~2>4 inches falling in the 
iwo showers at Sanbornton, in Belknap 
•ounty. Farther south in the same state, 
and also over the three southorn states, 
from one-fourth to three-fourths inoh of 
water fell during the weak. On the morn¬ 
ing, of the 1 st: there was considerable; frost 
In northern Maine, with the mercury 
down to 83° at 6 a. m. at Poland, Andros- 
ooggin. At West Milan, New Hampshire,, 
the temperature on the 2 d was 33.6°, hut a 
frost was prevented by fog. Light frost 
was general on the low lands: on tho latter 
date, but no damage of amount has been 
reported. The nights continue too cool 
for- born, and there is not. quite sun 
enough for the boat: ripening: of tomatoes; 
but generally crops are advancing in good 1 
shape. The potato rot has not increased 
to any extent. Tobacco is mostly 
harvested, with excellent weather for: tho 
work; the weather conditions are reported 
very good, for curing the orop also. Cran¬ 
berry picking will be begun to consider¬ 
able extent this weok. Much fall; plow¬ 
ing and seeding is. being done, with con¬ 
ditions generally favorable for the work, 


and run the fodder tnrough a 
and shredder. -The ears will come out 
nicely cleaned, the leaves aud stalks 
torn and broken and in excellent condi¬ 
tion for stock feed. 

This material was nsed extensively 
last season because of a poor hay crop 
and scarcity of grain and Was highly 
praised. If the crop is wanted chiefly 
for tho fodder, cut the corn greener, put 
up in smaller shocks and wheu cured 
run through the shredder. The shredded 
fodder had better be stored iu the hay 
mow or a hay shed. It can be stacked 
out of doors, but the stack must he well 
topped ont with slough grass or some 
material which will shed the rain. The 
machine is also widely used for cutting 
ensilage corn. 

Renewing Queons In Autumn. 

A correspondent writes as follows in 
The Canadian Bee Journal; 

I go around just after tlm honey har¬ 
vest is over and hunt up all the colonies 
containing old queens, or colonies that 
did not winter well or do hut little for 
me through the season. All such queens 
I kill as soon as I can after the flow, 
before the drones are all destroyed. T 
just let those hives start and rear cells. 
About eight days after I go through and 
destroy all cells where I do not wish 
any queens reared. Then I go to some 
hive where I lulled an old queen that 
had previously done well and take out 
cells and distribute them in the other 
hives where I had destroyed all cells. 
They will all accept them, and in a few 
days will have yonug queens and from 
good stock. Such queens are almost 
sure to do well for one seasou, provid¬ 
ing they are properly wintered. If I 
wish to change the blood in a few of my 
coloqies, I would send to some reliable 
dealer and get queens and have them 
ready to put right in_ when,-the other, 
ones were killed. My experience iu su¬ 
perseding in this way, and at the above 
time, is this: It prevents the colonies 
from using up a lot of stores in rearing 
young bees only, to die off and! help to 
clog up the eutrauce in the winter. 
Where there is a fall flow, it would 
probably be better to have young laying 
queens to replace the old ones-

Tomatoes For Winter Forcing. ’ 

Some growers use the seed plants, 
while others propagate the tops of the 
seed plants, and perhaps this is the bet¬ 
ter plan of the two. Whichever plan is 
adopted the plants should receive great 
care, to prevent them from suffering in 
any way, which they are very apt to do 
if not looked after, because in order to 
keep the • plants stocky they need to be 
grown in exposed positions and not al¬ 
lowed very much: pot room till they are 
put into their fruiting pots, which 
should he about 10 inches in diameter. 
According-to American Gardening, pots 
are better than benches for early crops, 
•but for later spring pnrposes, or a suc¬ 
cession crop, shallow benches with about 
eight inches of soil answer very well. 
Three of the best varieties are Essex, 
Lorillard’ and. Early Buby, and some 
advocate Dwarf Champion, hut it cer¬ 
tainly 47111 not produce fruit so early as 
either of the others, nor yet in so great- 
abundance. 


Points In Celery Culture. 

It is well known that the celery plant 
delights in a rich and moist soil, and 
those who have the opportunity to use 
liqxxid manure in the cultivation of this 
plant have a great advantage over oth¬ 
ers. In addition to this, some cultivat¬ 
ors who grow the celery for market are 
introducing water artificially, aud find 
it to be a profitable practice. In this 
connection Meehan’s Monthly cites a 
grower in Allegheny City, Pa., who has 
a supply pipe from one of the city water- 
mains so arranged that at the end 
where the flow commences guano or 
some other artificial fertilizer can be 
placed in the water pipes. He can get 
double the crop from the same groxmd 
as by the ordinary methods, and stalks 
that bring a much higher price in mar¬ 
ket. 

Borax as a Fruit Preservative. 

Here is what Riu-al New Yorker says 
of it: A borax producer in California is 
said to be experimenting with this sub¬ 
stance as a fruit preservative. The fresh 
fruit is to be packed in barrels with the 
powdered borax. A shipment of cherries 
packed in this way reached Chicago in 
“prime condition.” This is far more 
honest than it is to buy 5 cents’ worth 
of borax, mix it with a little salt, sugar, 
etc., name it “Freservaline,"” and sell 
it for >50 cents, but it will not prove 
profitable. Borax should not be xxsed on 
fruit just before it is to be eaten. While 
it will -undoubtedly keep the fruit in a 
fresh condition, it is in jiu-ions to health, 
and the health boards in large cities 
where fruit is sold 'will surely prohibit 
its use.

Covering Ensilage.. 

Tlio best covering is oue that is cool 
and moist wbilo at the same time ex¬ 
cluding air the best. Many have used 
very successfully green or even wet 
weeds and grass. This soon rots suffi¬ 
ciently to form an. almost impervious 
stratum over the surface. Usually about 
two feet of tramped damp green ma¬ 
terial is used. It is expected of course: 
that this, will all rot down into a soft, 
slimy mass; If the heat is very-great in 
the silo, which it is likely to be if tho 
material put in is rather dry, this cov¬ 
ering may become fire fanged and dry 
instead of rotten. The-object of using 
water and trampling ensilage is to cause 
a better solidification, thereby excluding 
more air than if left nnwet and Uuy 
tramped and to arrest the beating of the 
material. \ ^ 

Ensilage appears to be better if it 
heats after being put in the silo, but 
this heating should be arrested in a 
short time, or it will produce mold. As 
to the quantity of water, that should 
depend altogether on the character of 
the material put in. Only judgment can 
direct this matter. If the corn is quite 
immature, there should -be no occasion 
for -watering it. If it is mature and dry, 
then it would bear considerable water 
especially at the surface. There aro no 
dxact experiments as yot which indicate 
what method should bo practiced or 
want material should he used in cover¬ 
ing- a silo to secure best results. —Coun¬ 
try Gentleman. 

Storing Irisli Potatoes. 

The conditions for keeping potatoes 
are very simple. These conditions, as 
briefly stated by Country Gentleman 
are ‘a-uniform, cool temperature in a 
place tbafc. is ueither too *wet nor too 
an ordinary cellar where the 
temperature can be kept at about 40 de- 
grees and where no water soaks upon 
the flow, they can be stored ten feet deep 
and in any quantity. If the bottom is 
damp, it should be covered with slats 
raised three or four inches. The above 
statement covers all points to bo oh- 
served in the construction of a store¬ 
house or keeping its contents.
